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Foreword 

The United States is the largest importing nation in the world. 
A high percentage of the goods entering that country are in 
fully manufactured form. In 1962, of a total of $16 billion worth, 
this percentage rose to more than 45 per cent. 

In bringing such facts and figures to the attention of 
Ontario manufacturers, this booklet is, at the same time, 
designed to make them aware of the many opportunities that 
exist for exporting their products to the United States. 

The value of selected imports into the United States for 
1961 and 1962 is taken from the United States Imports of 


Merchandise for Consumption, Report No. FT 110, published by 


the U.S. Department of Commerce. Only imported items valued 
at $1 million or more have been considered. 

The information in this booklet is presented in three parts: 
imports from all sources by broad commodity classes and 
divisions; imports by selected individual products, with 
Canada’s share indicated when in excess of $50,000; a list of 
forthcoming U.S. trade fairs and exhibitions at which some 
manufacturers might wish to exhibit. 

To Ontario manufacturing firms eager to penetrate more 
deeply into the export field, government agencies can offer 
first-hand market information. Through its Trade and Industry 
Branch, the Department of Economics and Development 
maintains offices in New York; Chicago; London, England; 
Dusseldorf, West Germany; and Milan, Italy. The Federal 
Department of Trade and Commerce maintains trade commis- 
sioners in New York, Boston, Chicago, Detroit, 

Los Angeles and New Orleans.
